It might 
be Buppoecd that by this time every one 
understood the importance oi oheei^ng 
particular care in the selection of a sum¬ 
mer dietary, eepeclally os regarde fruit*. 
Hardly onV question of domcatlc man¬ 
agement ie either more vital or more 
elementarr. Yet error oontinuoUy 
arises in tnis connection in the eimpleet 
waj^ A few days ago a child died Boon 
eating strawberries. Why? Becaoea 
It hod been purchased two daye 
- Aly, and, as was only to be expect¬ 
ed, %f<en eaten wae in a state of decay. 
It 1$ hnposaible to resist the impreeeion 
that neglect had something to do with 
the sad result in thb instance. Luscious 
fruits arc particularly liahle to putrefoo- 
tivc change an«l Much thrifty processes as 
expoHiire to a cold and dry air, spreading 
out and the lUcF, only to postpone 

decay for a brief |>eri()d. We cannot do 
bett(*r than point to the incident above 
mentioned in order $o remind the vendor 
and the iiiinduiwr alike that freshnees 
is the only certain guarantee of safety 
when any succulent fruit forms an ar¬ 
ticle of diet. We have uot furgoitOD that 
nnoiber hardly less (serious (hanger of 
tbe soa.son u.\uitH those who indulge in 
fruit which is under-riiK). In this cas4> 
tas'e as well (is jiiilgment commonly 
iiiiJMiK/sc a c.aution tbe im|M>rtance of 
wliicli enii linnlly Im) exaggerated. Yet 
here, also, the coiiHequeuco of neglect 
have too often beiei sadly apparent.

In 1881, after hit) apprentlccsliii) was 
completed, Mr, Brower invitoa Mr. 
Stephenson to oiwn a shop at No, 007 
Broadway. On Mar 1, 18,'ll, Mr. Ste¬ 
phenson began business on hiu own ac¬ 
count. Then he designed thu first vehi¬ 
cle in Now York known os an oninihua, 
which was quickly followed by the Min- 
ervtj, the Mentor, the Forget-nie-Not and 
others. On the 29th of tho following 
March his iiho]> .and all his stock were de¬ 
stroyed by tire. Then ho started again 
I at No. 204 Elizabeth street. 

I Mr. StepheuHon h.ad u growing omni¬ 
bus trade, but tlio Now Y(»rk A: Harlem 
Railroad, which was chartered on April 
25, 1831, presented a new Held for tho 
exercihc of his skill. This, tho first of 
street railro.ads, confined by its clinrter 
to tho corporalimits of the city, had 
for its president John Musou of the 
Chemical Hank, The business and pas¬ 
senger oHlce woa on the east side of tho 
Ik)wcry, two doors DolowStantou Street. 
The company arranged with Mr. Stephen¬ 
son to construct a car of entirely original 
design. Tho Stephenson car John Mason, 
named after tiie president of the road, 
has become historical ns the first street 
cor over used. On November 20, 1832, 
tho road wiis opened from Prince Street 
to 14th Htri-et. Ou its first trip the car 
carried tho Mayor aud Common Council 
of the city. Mr. Stephenson received a 
patent on tho car, now in possi-wion of 
Ids family, signed by Andrew Jackson. 
President of the United 'States, and by 
moinliers of tlio (’abinet. Other orders 
from the snmo company followed, and in 
three years orders were received from 
I’atorson, Brooklyn, Janiaico, N. Y., and 
from Cuba and Florida. 

In 1830 Mr. Stephenson purchased 
ground for a factory ou 120tli .Stroot and 
4th Avenue, but before he could build 
there financial troubles came and ho had 
to give up tho proi)crty. In 1843 lie pur¬ 
chased the site of the present works in 
27th Street, noar Ith Avenue, then a 
rural district. His business incrcasi’d 
so rapidly that ho paid for the factory 
and land in seveu years. As the first 
tramways on street railroads were not 
successful, no attempt to extend them 
was made in this city until lH,i2, when 
charters for 2d. 3d, 8th and 9th-avenuo 
lines wero granted. Mr. Stephenson 
supplied the cars for these roads. Street 
railroads are essentially American, and 
Mr. .Stephenson’s part in equipping tho 
egrlier ones carried bis name into every 
civilized land. 

Mr. Stephenson belonged to tho Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church, as did his pa¬ 
rents. As a child ho attended the first 
Sunday school in this ci';y, which was 
established 1810 in Public School No, 

1 at Chatham street and Tryon Row. His 
fondness for music was very marked, 
lie was a performing member of tbo 
New York Sacred Music Society, which, 
50 years ago, met in the Chatham The¬ 
atre, then a chapel. He was also a 
member of tho Harmonic Society, and 
fur 40 yeare was a choir leader. 'Thirty 
years of this time he was a member of 
the volunteer choir of 40 voices selected 
from Sunday schools aud classes. Mr, 
Stephenson would never consent to be¬ 
come a candidate for jiolitical office, ex- 
c^t that of School Trustee in tbe 21bt 
Ward. TiiiH post he filled for 20 years.

marshall M’MAHON dead. 

The Ex-PresIdent of Frsuoe Summunsd 
bjr the Gnm Heaper. 

Paris, Oct. 18. —Field Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, Duke of Magenta, and ex-Presi- 
dsnt of France, died yesterday morning. 

The Marshal’s death was due to the 
•ifecta of an attack of the grip which ho

suffered from in May, and from which ho 
never fully recovered. Uis great age, 85 
years, told against him and his death was 
expeoted. 

But little hSs been beard of Marshal Mae- 
Mahon since he retired from the presidency 
on Jan. 80, 1870. Mme. MacMabon, who is 
still alive, has the title of Duchess of Cas¬ 
tries. 

The MaoMahons were always a fighting 
race, and the name is prominent in French 
military annals, sharing in glory and in dis¬ 
aster. One of bis ancestors was at Water¬ 
loo, and it was he who led forward the regi¬ 
ment which made those three terrible 
ebargea that are recorded among the great 
deode of the French army. Only 100 men of 
iU number remained, aqd of these all but 
eight were wounded. 

A recent biographer, speaking of Marshal 
MaoMabon’s Irish descent, says that he was 
a direct deeoendant of Brian Boru, the 
teiBous Irish king who conquered the Danes 
at Clontarf. He then goes on: "There is 
much rumauoe oonneoted with the story of 
the settlement of the Irish Mac Mahons in 
FrjDce. Away back in the 17th century, it 
it told, one Tsrenoe MaoMahon was a retain* 
er of the famous house of Sarsfieid. He 
owned a farm at Leadmore, Counlf Clare, 
which bad belonged to bis ancestors for 
many ysars. But he was fallen in fortune, 
and wae glad to serve the great Barsflelds. 
He had a son named Terence, and this son 
married Anne Clarke, a waiting maid who 
bad served the Castlemaines and bad been 
brought to Ireland by Lord Tryooonel. 
This couple went back to Leadmore to lire. 
Of all their children only one, John, lived to 
grow up, and as a oompanion for him they 
adopted a nephew. John Baptist MaoMahon. 

"These two lads were sent to France to be 
educated as pbysioiapa They got on un¬ 
commonly well mud after graduation were

Patrick 
Marabou. who won the favor of Napoleon 
Boeapai^^and wae librarian to the Faculty 
of Medlolne'ln Parle for many jeare. 

Ae for John Bap^t Maoilaboo, be waa 
even more luo/jeseful. Being a stalwart, 
handsome fello-w, with a line touoh of blar- 
nev, be was a prime favorite among the 
ladiee of the FVenoh court. One of them got 
bim a place at tbe bead of a great hospital 
at Autun and introduced bim to a crippled 
old woman thare who was worth 3,000,(y00f. 
The doctor oared for tbo old woman until 
she died, and then fouud biinsetf heir to all 
her fortune. Then be married a groat lady, 
one Charlotte le Beliu d'Eguilly. who wai 
the widow of one nobleman, daughter of 
another and niece* and heir to a 
third. John Baptist MaoMabou mar¬ 
ried her in :1T54, and they bad seven 
obildreu. Some of tbeee took higb-eouuding 
titles belonginjg to their motber'e family, 
such as Marqntf de Vlengo, Comte de Cbar- 
ney and Baron Sully. The second eon, who 
bore tbe last two titles named, fled to Brue- 
eels during tfie French revolution and 
married a lady of the great Caraman-Cbl- 
may family, a niece also of Mirabeau. 
Tbeir third eon was named Marie Edmoude 
Patrice Maurice MaoMahon. He was born 
at Autun in 1808, and bscame tbe "Grand 
Old Man’* of France. 

On July 20, 1882, Marshal MaoMahon 
completed bis memoirs, but ho would &ot 
allow them to be published until after his 
death. They are in four volumes and cover 
tbe time between tbe Algerian campaign aud 
tbe estabdishment of tbe French Bepublio. 
Mme. la Maroobale MacMabou will have 
charge of tbeir publication. Mme. la Mare- 
obale was never very popular at the EIjsee. 
She wta a strong legitimist and exceedingly 
dovoat. French wits said of her: "The 
Marshal governs Franco—Mrao. de Mac- 
Mahon governs tbe Marshal, and tbe cure of 
St. Clotilde governs Mme. de MaoMahon.” 
She is said to have wept bitterly when she 
quitt^ the Eljsee. But she wos a good wife 
and mother if an unpleasant lady president.

RUSSIAN RECIPES. 


Odd l>l*lies That yVoui<l Seem Daintj 
and Dtdightfill. 

A liUssian latly. who lias viewed "'itli 
prido tho triumph of •‘Kns.sitm tna" ii, 
Amnrica, Yoluiiteers Home nioii* ii;itit»n:ii 
recipes for which sho hopes tlio humt 
Bucci'ss. Whilo Hoiiio of tlieiii arc* rulhei 
Bturtiiu^" to tho American idea.n, othois 
"BOiind good,” w'hich is a lioust'wife’i; 
critorion. Here, for instanco. is a recipe 
for “Little Livonian Dates : ’ 

F.<]uul qiiantitioH of white and ryo 
bread cruitibs rolled line; cold veal, 
chopped fine with fat bacon: c<jld boiled 
farina. Mix tho l^read ciiinilw to a 
smooth paste »\vith melted butter and a 
little eraun ; mix the veal and bacon : 
then cut into rminds : Hour, and fry in 
butter. (’ut the cold farina into the 
same shapea, dust them witli a little fried 
parsley and Pnrmcaan ; plac(^ them on 
the fried pntee, and sot Iwth in tlio oven 
to get thurouglily browned and healed 
through. ^ , 

And here is what hIio calls Lithuaniau 
pates, which sewnd oven more appoti/- 
ing than the Llvouian concoctions : 

Make a gotxi light paste and cut into 
small squares; place in tlio center of 
each square a mince composed of sweet¬ 
bread, chicken, veal and game, all 
cooked with a chimped onion, in rich 
bechamel sauce; fold up and poach m 
hot bouillon; drain and cover with 
chopped parsl^ and fried bread crumbs; 
serve with whle soup. These make a 
good dinner for any one, and the broth 
is both strong and palatable for in¬ 
valids. 

€lero is an odd beet salad: 

Ten red beets boiled, some grated 
horseradish, salt to taste. Peel and slice 
the beete. aud put a layer into a deep 
china bowl; cover this wutli a layer of 
horseradish, then boeU again, etc. Pour 
over enough boiling vinegar, well salted, 
to cover all; cover and set away for 24

Another noveltv is apple-cress salad: 
Having washed (pd picked the water- 
crees, add four or five tart apples, i>6el- 
ed, cored aid eUoed thin.

Every strset loading to the Military Club 
was black with people, shou:ing for Russia 
and the C/ar. It was impossible to move 
tho carriages through the street f.ister than 
a slow walk, owitig to the imineiiHu surg¬ 
ing, cheering musses which blocked the 
way. 

Admiral Avcllaii, replying tu!nn address 
of welcome at tho railroad station by the 
President of the Council, said he was happy 
that he had lieen chosen to return tho visit 
of Admiral Uervaia to St. Petersburg, and 
M ith a few complimentary ^marks to 
France ceased apcalting. Tho oMicers ap¬ 
peared thoroughly tired after.thoir long 
journey, and the Toulon ontgrtainments 
which preceded it. 

One feature of note was tlic orowda’ ex¬ 
treme good humor. They displayed ah*, 
solutcly no violence, while liundreda of 
thousands of men waved hats. Almost as 
many women waved hundkerchiefa and 
sunshades, crying “Vive lu Kusaie,*’ as the 
Russian sailors slowly walked tO| the Mili¬ 
tary Club. 

Admiral A. Vcllan and his olFicers no 
sooner entered the club than the tremen¬ 
dous roars of cheering in tho Place del’ 
Opera compelled them to reappear on the 
balcon^. In reply to the greeting of the 
multitudes the admiral and stalT waved 
their caps and cried, “Vive la Franco.” 
This caused the climax. Tiiu crowd wsnt 
fairly mad with excitement. The Kussiao 
commander's cry of “\’ive la France” was 
followed by adeafeiiingroar fnim tbccrowds. 
Cries of “N’ivo la France,” “Vivo la KuBsie,” 
“Vive la Marine KuB8e”and “S'ivo le Tzar” 
ooold bs distinguished for a long time. 
Admiral Avellan stood bowing and waving 
his cap on tho balcony, while tho crowd 
shouted itself into a state of frenzy. The 
■hmrting continued long after tho Kussiao 
othcers retired to luncheon. After luncheon 
the Kuuians attended divine service in the 
Russian Church, Kuo Daru. On the waj 
to church tho scenes witnessed on the wa) 
from Care de Lyons to Place de I’O^err w.srs 
repeated. The crowds around the cl urcU 
and Rue Darn were almost as greit *5 at 
Place de r Opel a. 

Tho ceremony m the church was conGne<2 
to the singing of the Russian hymn. The 
church was crowded, among those present 
being all the member.^ of the Russian Em- 
busy snd many French otliccis. At the 
conolusion of the .services in the church the 
Russians were driven to the Military Club, 
receiving another ovation as they pasted 
through the streets back to headijua ters. 
As on th%occasiou of the lirst arrival at 
the club Admiral Avellan was forced to ' 
appear on the balcony otiJ bow to the 

P laudits of the multitude in Place de 
Opera. The enthusiasm of the crowds wat 
worked to a high pitch by the f.act that the 
Russian hymn was sung by a troupe of 
skilled musicians. This brought a storm oi 
cric.s, amid which tor the first time w.is 
heard tho obnoxious cry, tho shouting ol 
which was not considered good taste of 
“Vive la France Arme” and “Vive la 
Kussie Arme 

The Russians drove to the Palais Klyscs 
this afternoon. The route was packed with 
enthusiastic people. Somo persons raised 
hisses before the British Embassy, but this 
demonstration was soon suppressed. Wliilc 
the Russians were en route to the Palais 
tho crowd sang tho Marseillaise and cheered 
Russia, the C/Ar, France and the French 
army. On arriving at the T’alais the Rus¬ 
sian Admiral and stafT were received with 
military honors and presented to I’resident 
Carnot by Baron Mobrenheim, the Russian 
ambassador, in the grand salon on the first 
floor. 

President Carnot, addressing tho visitors, 
said: “May the lo^l intcrchaego of out 
feelings and frieudsliip he an inspiration to 
all who have at heart tho benefit of peace, 
confidence and socuiity. The great Em¬ 
peror who sent you, .Messieurs, and whom I 
greet from this place,entrusltd you with an 
exalted mission which you have worthily 
carried put. 1 bid you, therefore, wel- 
•oms.” 

Admiral Avellan replied briefly, thank¬ 
ing the President for the courtesist ex¬ 
tended to himself and officers on French 
■oil.
